DUBLIN, April 4.—Queen Victoria landed 
in Ireland this morning for the first time in 


89 years. 
The disembarkation from the royal yacht 


was accomplished at 11:30. The commander 
of the forces in Ireland, the Duke of Con- 
naught, the Lord Lieutenant, Earl Cadogan, 
and their staffs, greeted Her Majesty, and 
the ride from Kingstown to Dublin com- 
menced in splendid weather and before 
huge and good-natured crowds. 

“There was a continuous line of bunting 


from the landing place at Kingstown to the 
gates of Phenix Park. Every house on 
the road to Dublin makes a brave show of 
bunting. Pembroke Town Hal! is profusely 
decorated and the Clyde road and other 
highways are decked with red and green 
masts and festooned with streamers and 
rosettes. 

The scenic artists of the city theater 
had improvised an Irish custle at Upper 
Leeson street, where the Lord Mayor met 
the usen. t is a massive gateway or 
triumphal arch, surmounted by two cas- 
tellated turrets. From this entrance gaic 
the Queen drove to Merrion square tnrough 
continuous lines of venetian masts and 
gaily decorated houses. At the southern 
corner of the uare she passed the house 

where Daniel ‘Connell lived and _ there 
were flags as a token of welcome. Thence 
the procession passed though a series of 
broad avenues, where the e.ectric ra:.way 

te are boxed in red and masts opposite 

blue and where the house lines are 

up with a splendid pilaze of color.

The decora- 
ws were quieter during the ‘emairver 
e route along the river to the gate of 
Phenix Park. but there were fine cffects 
of color at the four courts, through Sack- 
ville street. 


At the entrance to the city the Queen’re- 
celved an address of welcome and handed 
the Lord Mayor a reply. The following is 
Her Majesty's reply in full: 

“I thank you heartily for the loyal wel- , 
come and g°0d wishes which you have 
tendered me on behalf of yourself and your 
Sareeey -Setaene cn my arrival in the ancient 

ital of my Irish dorudnion. I came to 
th fair country to seek a change and rest, 
and to revisit scenes which recall to my 
mind the warm welcome given to both 
mveelf and my beloved husband. I am 
deeply gratified that I Bave been able at 
this time to see again the motherland of 
those brave sons who have recently dis- 
dingvished themselves in the defense of my 
crown and empire with cheerful vaior as 
conspicuous now as ever in their glorious 
past. I pray that the Almighty God may 
ever bless and direct you in the high func- 
tions with which you exercise for the benefit 
of SF pg 4 fellow-citizens.’

This chart showing the rate of increase 
in salaries in the city government was used 
by President R. E. McMath to iliustrate a 
series of lectures that he has been de.lver- 
ing in all parts of the city munic!pal 
misgovernment and how to remedy it. 

The chart was prepared by Mr. McMath 
and is the result of weeks of labor. It is 
absolutely accurate. To properly understand 
it some explanacion is necessary. 

The chart begins with.the Administration 
of Mayor Overstolz in 1878, when the gov- 
ernment of St. Louis in its present form un- 
der the charter was but two years old. At 
that time the total expense from salaries 
was $1,100,000.

anniversary—ot his natal day. The party 
was given at the residence of General Pas- 
senger Agent James Barker of the M., K. 
& T. Railroad, 5888 Clemens avenue. In 
many respects it was without a precedent 
in the line of social] functions of the stag 
variety. To immortalizg the occasion and 
perpetuate its pleasant memories, a spe- 
cial volume has been published, a particu- 
larly dainty and interesting specimen of 
the engraver's art, entitled, “The Belated 
Birthday.”’ 

The number of guests was not large. 
cording to the “Belated Birthday,” the 
guests of honor, the guesis present, tne 
guests expected, the guests who did not 
send regrets, the “‘belated’’ guests and the 
invited guests were six in all. Each class 
consisted of C. E. Ware, H. C. Townsend, 
Cc. S. Crane, G. A. A. Deane, C. M. Pratt 
|and James Barker, all well-known railroad 
/'men with the exception of Mr. Ware. 

Mr. Ware is still quite a young man in 
spirits. He declared frequently of late that 
he did not feel old enough to have a fif- 
'tieth birthday. He declined to tell the date 
until it had passed. But a coterie of his 
most intimate friends determined that a 
[life such as ‘“Col.’’ Ware's, replete with 
military episodes, richly deserved a fitting 
memorial on reaching the half-century 
crossing. So, after plans had been catre- 
ful.y laid, he was lured to the home of 
Mr. Barker and forced into the position of 
guest of honor. 

There the Colonel was compelled to listen

'oress and offered to Col. Wure a letter- 
press, a pastepot and a pair of scissors, 
emblematic of the business in which he 
had made so many friends. Mr. Pratt said 
the pasto was particular.y ap; ‘ropriate, as 
einbiematic of the Colonel's qualities, walch 
made ail things persona! stick tu him with 
the tidelity of youth. 

Cc 8. Crane then got the attention of ‘ 
illustrious company and sa:d he wished 
to present Col. Ware with a gold medal 
more valuable in proportion to its sige 
than the gold statue of Maude Adams. 
It was simp. y engraved “Jour de ma vie,” 
which the speaker translated as ‘‘this is 
ny day.”’ 

The concluding speech of the formal! pra- 
granune was made by Mr. Barker. He 
went into ancient history and mythology 
to tell of the value, uses and meanings 
or rings and signets. Then he traced his 
subject down through the Middle Ages to 
the present and said that ‘Jour de ma 
vie’’ had been for centuries the motto on 
the crest of the Earl de la Ware of Sussex, 
England. He then presented Col Ware 
with a magnificent signet ring bearing the 
sasne crest and motto as that of the mij- 
itary guest's royal ancestor, and having 
within its inner circle.the initials of each 
of the friends gathered round the festal 
board. 

The souvenir volume falls 
subsequent features of this military fes- 
tivity or how the gallant guest of honur 
transported his trophies to his home.

DOUBLE STOLE COPPER WIRE. 
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St. Louis Man Is Under Arrest and His 
Attorney Has Applied for Habeas 
Corpus Papers to Save Him. 


Attorney Imsiepen made application 
Wednesday morning fm the Circuft Court 
for a writ of habeas corpus for Robert Gil- 
Jespie, for whom a Governor's warrant was 
issued yesterday. 

Gillespie ts charged with being a fugitive 
from justice. A man of the 6ame name 
and appearance was indicted by the grand- 
jury at Belleville two months ago for bur- 
glary or larceny, and the attorney for Gil- 
leapie claims that the latter's enemies had 
the warrant issued for the purpose of con- 
fusing him with the real cMmiral. 

The Day Line Transit ©o. of the Past 
Side has sustained considerable loss 
through the theft of copper wire, cables, 
electr.c appliances and other articies. Some 
time iast January the power house was en- 
tered by burglars, and the arrest and in- 
dictment of one Hobert Gillespie followed. 
Gilesple jumped his bond and a warrant 
was issued for a man of the same name in 
this city. 

Gillespie resides near the water tower 
and is a dealer in junk and old bottles 
at 600 South Sixth street His attorney 
says that he was formerly in the employ of 
the J. K. Cummings Glass Factory and has 
made St. Louis his continuous home for 
several years, consequenutiv cannot be the 
alleged fugitive from. justice in ques.ion.
